The flrrt on the Hst was the killing of Pres- 
ton Fleming hy Robert Davis, a couple i >f 
miles above Pikeville. In Pikcvilli' and 
Pike county local option prevnils. « nil there 
are three illicit distillerien over in Knott 
county, until recently a part of Pike. 

Those engaged in the mainifactiire of 
■whisky go orer the line into Pike mid sell 
their ware*. Eight of tbeiie men w*.-ri' de- 
tected carrying on their business, nnd the 
Pikeville autlanrities, headed by Miirstinl 
Davis and Jailer Cline, went out to captui e 
the gang. They diacovered aeren in their 
rendecvous, an old warehouse, and Mr. Cline 
gained his way into the building and held 
them at bay. Preston Fleming, who hap- 
pened to come up, t(X)k in the situation at a 
glance, and attempted to shoot Cline, when 
Davis, one of the guards, who saw him with 
bis gun coclced and pcrinted iit Cline, nhot and 
killed him. He fell near the door. The 
other seven vrere locked ap ia the Pike 
couty jaiL Davis, fearing Inmbla, Ml at 
once for parts unknown. 

The second happened at Proter, in Floyd 
county, in which Jake Holderfield, an ex- 
deputy United State, marsiial and deputy 
■herilt of Floyd county, was killed. John 
Ball itood indicted for burglary in the Floyd 
crtanlaal oonrt, and Holderfleld went out to 
arvMl bloL Am he entered Hairs house, the 
lattar liMtt him through the head, killing him 
instaatly. Immediately after the murder, 
Hall fled. The eniteaMBe !■ high, aad U ba 
if captured, ha will ba IfndMd.

Two Cranks Iieave Colorado Springs for 
the Sea la a Small Craft. 

Denvkk, Col., May '^h. — J. C. ancl Matthew 
D. Karr liJive started on their journey from 
(_'-()lora<lo Springs for the iJulf of California 
in a torjifdo boat. Their object is to follow 
the Qrand river and thon through the Col- 
orado river un to tlie Pacific coast. A large 
erowd collected to see them off, whistles 
blew, men and boys shout«d, and women 
waved their handkerchtefa They were the 
heroes of the hour, but many think they will 
give up their f<x)li.sh and perilous trip before 
going far, for it will be almost certain death 
to them in the narrow, dangerous canons, 
and especially the Urand canon of the Col- 
orado river. The oraf t is twenty feet long 
and three and a bal^ feat in diameter, and 
round like a barrel 

It was built by the brothers themselves, 
the material costing |S0. Tliere is no rodder, 
but holes are cut In the side, of the boat for 
ose when in an eddy. The two manholes are 
wo arranged that the inmates oaa see what H 
going on. 

This strange little craft, built for going 
through dangerous canons, is sharpened at 
l>oth ends so that when striking a bowlder it 
will dart to one aide and safely puntue its 
course. If they s u coeed in making the en- 
tire Journey, which to oonsidered doubtful, 
they will traverse about three thousand 
miles of dangerous water courses. It will 
b. a trip f rm the craat of tha Rocky moun- 
tains to the PMiflo ooaat 

The brothera aay they are from a town 
named Buffalo, Ind. John is twenty-two 
and Matt to twenty-eight years of age. The 
former has been in Colorado for two years 
and the latter ainoe January.

Many thought that Niagara FaUa waa the 
great water power that moat bo aabdaod 
and made to do the griadlng and ttimlng of 
a thonaand miUstonee and fly wheela 

"Of cour«), the great i-at-inicfs tremen- 
dous power can be utilized." sm<\ Mr. Staf- 
ford, "but the cost of buying the ri^;|jt of 
way to HutTalo, tlie waste of power through 
friction nnd the expensive machinery 
would bring tlie amount of capital required 
for such aa aadartddac ap to ol least $io,- 

000,000. 

"The power of Niagara river Is running 
to waste right at the very dtKirs of HiilTiilo, 
and we want it put to use. Ijtst July, wliile 
showing the scenery along the laka and 
river front to a friend, I first thought of this 
prize scheme. 1 was not enough of a prac- 
tical man then to know whether it was pos- 
sible or n(»t to get at the power, but to-day I 
can bring 1,000 witnesses to prove that the 
Niagara'!) current can be turiie<l into the 
channels of trade. And not only that, but 
each witness will swsar that he and iito plan 
alone are the Bt«M ttf waloh thto «an be 
accomplished.' 

"We offer $100,000 as a price to the inven- 
tors of the world for the discovery and sole 
right to use the best appliance for utiUting 
the water power of Niagara river at or near 
Buffalo, so that such power may be amde 
practically available for manufacturing pur- 
poee. throughout the city. The money has 
been subscribed by the representative busi- 
asss men of Buffalo. We could not refuse 
to admit outsiders, and in the list are the 
aame. of Bnwtus Wiman, 'Frits' Emmet, 
tite actor, and Samuel L. Store r, of Btorer & 
Company, of this city. 

"Up to the present time we havo no per- 
fected an organication, bat I shall call a 
meeting of the aubaoribora very soon.

Tlie stock market has been depressed 
about $1 per share by gold exporta, and by 
liquidations in som prominent stocks; iMla 
vigorous rally began Friday morning.

A maasanger waa lent 
to this city for the "materials of war," 
and the negroes have been armed with 
double-barrel shot-guns.
